ARTICLE 22. 
To those colonies and territories which as a consequence of 
the late war have ceased to be under the sovereignty of the States 
which formerly governed them and which are inhabited by peoples 
not yet able to stand by themselves under the strenuous conditions 
of tile modern world, there should be applied the principles that 
the well-being and development of such peoples form a sacred trust 
of civilization and that securities for the performance of this trust 
should he embodied in this Covenant. 
The hest method of giving practical effect to this principle Is 
that the tutelage of such peoples should he entrusted to advanced 
nations who by reason of their resources, their experience or their 
geographical position can best undertake this* responsibility, and 
who are willing to accept it, and that this tutelage should be ex­ 
ercised by them as Mandatories on behalf of the League. 
The character of the mandate must differ according to the 
stage of the development of the people, the geographical situation 
of the territory, its economic conditions and other similar circum­ 
stances. 
Certain communities formerly belonging to the Turkish Em­ 
pire have reached a stage of development where their existence 
as independent nations can be provisionally recognized subject to 
the rendering of administrative advice and assistance by a Man­ 
datory until such time as they are able to stand alone. 
The wishes 
of these communities must be a principal consideration in the se­ 
lection of the Mandatory. 
Other peoples, especially those of Central Africa, are at such a 
stage that the Mandatory must be responsible for the administra­ 
tion of the territory under conditions which will guarantee free­ 
dom of conscience and religion, subject only to the maintenance 
of public order and morals, the prohibition of abuses such as the 
slave trade, the arms traffic and the liquor traffic, and the pre­ 
vention of the establishment of fortifications or military and naval 
bases and of military training of the natives for other than police 
purposes and the defense of territory, and will also secure equal 
opportunities for the trade and commerce of other Members of the 
League. 
There are territories, such as South-West Africa and certain of 
the South Pacific Islands, which, owing to the sparseness of their 
population, or their small size, or their remoteness from the centres 
of civilization, or their geographical contiguity to the territory of 
the Mandatory, and other circumstances, can be best administered 
under the laws of the Mandatory as integral portions of its ter­ 
ritory, subject to the safeguards above mentioned in the interests 
of the indigenous population. 
In every case of mandate, the Mandatory shall render to the 
Council an annual report in reference to the territory committed 
to its charge. 
The degree of authority, control, or administration to be ex­ 
ercised by the Mandatory shall, if not previously agreed upon by 
the Members of the League, be explicitly defined in each case by 
the Council. 
A permanent Commission shall he constituted to receive and 
examine the annual reports of the Mandatories and to advise the 
Council on all matters relating to the observance of the mandates.

VOTED FOR THE FARMERS. 
John L. Sullivan, secretary of state, 
George H. Middlekamp, state treasur­ 
er and Frank W. McAllister, attorney 
general, did not support the proposed 
single tax amendment ta the constitu­ 
tion of Missouri when it was submitted 
to a vote of the people in November, 
1912. They voted against the idea of 
making land bear all the taxes levied 
by the state, the' counties 
and the 
municipalities. 
This single tax idea 
was defeated at the polls by a majori­ 
ty of 421,490, the 
largest 
majority 
ever 
registered 
against a proposed 
amendment to the constitution of Mis­ 
souri in the history of the state. 
As 
state officials in 1918 these three men 
voted against a somewhat modified 
form of the single tax when they vot­ 
ed to prevent more than double the 
existing amount of taxes due at the 
present time from being levied on the 
farms and city 
homes 
of the state. 
Single tax simply means 
that 
land 
shall pay all the taxes. The effort to 
more than double land valuation in 
1918 was a long move in the direction 
of this item, but it failed because the 
three men named would not stand for 
the injustice. 
State Auditor Hackman voted in 
1918 to sustain the high valuation on 
land. 
He is the republican nominee 
to succeed himself in office. 
If the 
owners of farms 
and 
homes in the 
cities want to see their land forced 
to pay double taxation, they should 
vote for Mr. 
Hackman. 
If they be­ 
lieve that land is paying its full share, 
they should vote for John L. Sullivan 
for secretary of state and George H. 


BIG AND LITTLE PRESIDENTS. 
The main reason why Woodrow 
Wilson is hated so bitterly by his ene­ 
mies is the fact that he has always 
been so successful against them. The 
republicans had becorrie thoroughly 
accustomed to having 
things 
their 
own way and here was a man who 
would not let them have things their 
own way. 
He was the first demo­ 
cratic champion in many years who 
could hold his own«against them and 
defeat them in the political lists. They 
hated Cleveland, too, 
and 
for the 
same reason, but their feeling towards 
him never reached the same degree 
of intensity because Cleveland never 
wrested them as often or as decisively 
as Wilson, because he was a different 
sort of man, and because Cleveland’s 
two terms as president were not con­ 
secutive and consequently the repub­ 
licans were not out of power for so 
long a period of time. 
Although Cleveland 
and 
Wilson 
were very 
dissimilar types, in each 
case it was the personal strength of 
the man, as exhibited in mentality and 
character, that made him a victorious 
leader for the democracy. Each is 
recognized today as an outstanding 
figure among the presidents. 
This 
has not been true of republican presi­ 
dents of recent years with the single 
exception of Roosevelt. Up to Roose­ 
velt’s time there had been no out­ 
standing republican presidents since 
Lincoln, no republican presidents who 
was a man of exceptional strength; 
and it is a notable fact that at the close 
of Roosevelt’s second term his party 
was practically in open revolt against 
him and he was at war with most of 
its influential leaders. 
The republi­ 
cans, when it comes to choosing presi­ 
dents, seem to prefer 
average men. 
When they do choose a man above the 
average—and it should be remember­ 
ed that they did not 
really 
choose 
Roosevelt—they fall out 
with 
him. 
Judging from the record since Lin­ 
coln’s day, it is the democrats who 
give the country its strong presidents, 
the republicans who give it its presi­ 
dential mediocrities. 
Certainly there will be no depart­ 
ure from this rule in the next four 
years. 
The whole country has sized 
up Mr. Harding. Very few even 
among the 
republicans claim 
that 
there is anything extraordinary about 
him. 
He is a mediocrity, and that is 
one of the reasons, one of the main 
reasons, why he was given the nomi­ 
nation. On the other hand, Governor 
Cox’s strong personality is universal­ 
ly admitted. 
In the presidency he 
would not be a figurehead. Now, as 
throughout the past half century, the 
country must turn to the republican 
party if it wants a little president, to 
the democratic party if it wants a big 
one.

MaeSwiney, then an alderman of 
Cork, was elected Lord Mayor 
of 
the city at a special session of the 
Cork corporation on March 30 
of 
this year. He was a wrell known 
Sinn Fein leader and, prior to his 
election, had been 
deported 
and 
imprisoned several times, 
one 
of 
the latest notable instances of his 
confinement having been in 1916 in 
connection with the Irish Easter re­ 
volt. 


When arrested 
on 
August 
12, 
MaeSw iney managed to escape 
to 
the street fro mthe back of the city 
hall, which soldiers had surrounded 
but was captured outside. He wras 
taken to the military barracks and 
came up for trial 
on 
August 16. 
The court martial found him guilty 
of having control of the secret po­ 
lice cipher of having in his posses­ 
sion a document likely to cause dis­ 
at lect ion, namely, a copy of a reso­ 
lution of 
the 
Cork 
corporation 
pledging allegiance 
to the Dail 
Eireann, the Irish republican parli­ 
ament, and of having made a sedi­ 
tious speech on the occasion of his 
election. 
Already weak at 
the trial be­ 
cause of his refusal to take food, 
MaeSwiney disputed the jurisdic­ 
tion of the court, saying: “I am the 
lord mayor of this city and its chief 
magistrate. 
I declare this court il­ 
legal and those taking part in it 
liable to arrest under the laws of 
the Irish republic.” 
The day following his trial, Lord 
Mayor MaeSwiney was deported to 
England abroad a destroyer, under 
a heavy military escort 
and was 
lodged in Brixton jail. 
The gov­ 
ernment announced on August 19 
that he 
wras 
sentenced 
to 
two 
years’ imprisonment. 
MacSwiney’s 
hunger 
strike 
brought numerous solicitations and 
protests to the British authorities, 
many of the appeals being from 
sympathizers in the United States, 
even a threat from the Sinn Fein 
in Ireland, that, in the event of his 
death, a general strike and serious 
disturbances 
wTould 
prevail

He replied to the latter that if he 
gave up his fight he would “give 
away Irish liberty” 
and 
that he 
would “rather die than do that.” 
Replying to reports that susten­ 
ance was being given Mayor Mac- 
Swiney, the British home office de­ 
c la re d “if he is being fed we do 
not know it,” 
while 
members of 
MacSwiney’s family 
denied 
cate­ 
gorically that food had been given 
him. 
Peter MaeSwiney of New York, a 
brother of the lord mayor is an offi­ 
cial of the 
American commission 
for Irish independence.
